WHEAT AND FLOUR 
SUPPLIES 
BREAD UNTIL JULY 


Eire has sufficient wheat and flour 
in the hands of Grain Importers, Ltd., 
and the flour-millers to keep the 
country supplied with bread until the 
end of June. 

At least 70,000 tons of wheat need 
to be imported to maintain the. supply 
under rationing until the end of nd 
tember. 

The extent to which these supplies 
can be obtained and conveyed from the 
U.S. will govern the quantity of bread 
available in this country after June. 

The distribution of over three million 
ration books will begin next week, it 
is expected, and, contrary to the 
general impression, the books will not 
immediately be used for rationing, but 
will be the registration basis on which 
the four-fifths ration of bread will be 
delivered to consumers, and also will 
he a check on the tea and sugar rations, 
Such a check is necessary, because 
quite a 'arge number of non-existent 
or deceased persons have been 
receiving rations of tea and sugar 
under the rather loose existing system. 

Apart from their effectiveness as a 
register or check on the bread supply, 
the books will later on be used for the 
rationing of other commodities, 


U.S. DESTROYER -SUNK 


The American destroyer Sturtevant 
has been sunk off the Atlantic coast 
of Florida by an _ under-water ex- 
plosion, states the United States Navy 
Department.

Senator Taft crystallised this opinion 
when he said that a notable feature of 
the programme was that there was no 
practical plan to control wages, and 
labour was being ‘‘left alone,” while 
the farmers and businessmen’ were

CHUNGKING, Monday.—The fol- 
lowing is the text of to-night’s Chinese 
war communigué:—‘‘ Japanese forces 
advancing from Hopong, after receiving 
strong reinforcements, continued to 
advance in several columns, each of 
them using mechanised units as van- 
guards, and supported by continuous 
aerial bombing. One Japanese column 
striking Eastward, in the direction of 
Kunhing, is at present held by the 
Chinese across the river. Another 
column striking North-Eastwards yes- 
terday morning reached an area to the 
South of Konghaiping, where the 
Chinese are offering stubborn resist- 
ance. Both sides are suffering heavy 
casualties, but the Japanese were un- 
able to make any further advance up 
till last. night. 

‘‘A third Japanese column striking 
Northward is engaged by the Chinese 
in the area South of Mongsung. In the 
Taunggyi sector, after the Chinese re- 
capture of the city, the Japanese brought 
up fresh reinforcements, and launched 
vigorous attacks on Saturday morning. 
All the Japanese attacks have been re- 

ulsed, Taunggyi remaining in Chinese 
ands.’’ : 


STREET FIGHTING 


The Burma communiqué states :— 
** Irrawaddy Front—Our forces are now 
occupying a general line, Hankpadaung- 
Meiktila. Reports from the Chinese 
Expeditionary Force indicate that the 
enemy thrust towards the Northern 
Shan State has reached halfway up the 
road from Loilem to Hsitaw. Enemy 
aircraft have been active over towns on 
roads in the rear areas.—(Reuter.) 

Fierce fighting in the streets of 
Taunggyi preceded its recapture by 
the Chinese yesterday, after a short 
Japanese occupation. The Japanese en- 
tered Taunggyi on Thursday afternoon 
after a fierce drive from Hopong. <A 
Japanese flanking movement six miles 
to the west was beaten back by the 
Chinese, who launched a fierce on- 
slaught. After a stubborn stand in the 
streets the Japanese retreated to the 
east under cover of darkness at 11 
p.m. on Sunday. Several Japanese coun- 
ter-attacks were repelled. Meanwhile, 
the Japanese driving. north-east from 
Hopong, with Loilem as their objec- 
tive, are held at bay. On the Sittang 
front the Japanese have advanced to 
Yamethin, 100 miles: to the south of 
Meiktila, and are being engaged by 
the Chinese south of Pyawbwe, 12 miles 
north of Yamethin. 
| On April 25 the American Volunteer 
group a flight of five Tage 
nese -aerOplanes in the 
Lotlem, shooting all of them 
out loss.—(Reuter.)

WASHINGTON, Monday,—Corregi- 
dor has experienced its 250th air raid 
alarm. Both Corregidor and Fort 
Hughes, as well as small harbour 
hoats, were attacked by dive-bombers. 
Japanese artillery shelled Corregidor 
heavily for four hours, from positions 
on Bataan and the south shcre of 
Manila Bay. Retaliatory fire from the 
U.S. batteries broke up a hostile troop 
concentration on Pataan and set a 
truck park on fire.—(Reuter.)

OIL SUPPLY PROBLEMS

PRIVATE PROFITS: 
IN EIRE 


LABOUR PARTY AND 
GOVERNMENT 


ELEGATES to the Irish Labour 
Party Congress, in Dublin 
yesterday, suggested that the party 
should obstruct as far as was legally 
and constitutionally possible the 
‘“ mad race of the Government.” 

The suggestion was made during the 
discussion on the report of the Adminis- 
trative Council, which dealt with the 
Trades Union Act, the E.8.B. Pensions 
Bill, the Central Bank, wage standards, 
transport, food supplies, and many 
other matters. 

In a discussion on the four Dail 
vacancies, Mr. W. Davin, T.D.., 
suggested that the party should - get 
together eighty or ninety candidates 
to fight the next general election. They 
should try to get as much money as 
they could. and should contest the 
by-elections. } 

A debate on a resolution by Mr. W. 
Norton asking the conference to re- 
affirm its adherence to the policy of 
neutrality had not concluded when the 
conference adjourned. 


CONSCRIPTION 


To this resolution Mr. P. Trench 
had moved an amendment instructing 
the new administrative council to work 
in conjunction with the T.U.C. to 
take action similar to that taken. in 
1918 to oppose any attempt to con- 
script the Irish people by a home or 
foreign Government.

HERR HITLER'S SPEECH

All we shall say to Hitler on 
this subject is that, come what may, 
we intend to preserve the lot.” 


MR. CORDELL HULL 

Mr. Cordell Hull, United States 
Secretary of State, said yesterday in 
Washington that the fact that Herr 
Hitler delivered *‘a frantic appeal to 
a hastily gathered Reichstag raised 
the question of how desperate the 
German situation must be. The fact 
that Hitler has again postponed his 
pledge of victory must have raised a 
question in the minds of some of his 


people. 

Mr. Cordell Hull told journalists that 
it looked as if Hitler was beginning 
to take a desperate view of Germany’s 
chances in the war. He. termed 
Hitler’s speech “A rather frantic 
address. to a hastily assembled group - 
of officials.’’

MONTH 


EFFECT OF NEW ORDER 


Are Friday next a Northern 
Ireland motorist will not be 
able to come into the twenty-six 
counties and bring his car with him 
for pleasure purposes. Neither, for 
that matter, will a Southern motorist 
be ‘able to drive into the North for 
pleasure motoring. It cuts even. 

The Northern Ireland car owner will 
be subject to the same restrictions as 
the motoring public in the South, so 
far as travelling in Eire is concerned, 
but if he wants to come into this part 
of Ireland for business purposes he will 
be able to secure a permit from the 
Minister for Supplies. 

Thousands of applications for permits 
to use cars have been refused by the 
Ministry for Supplies because the owners 
were excluded from the “essential work’”’ 
category. In the cases of clergymen, 
doctors and veterinary surgeons who 
have completed the questionaire sent 
them in connection with their _ petrol 
supplies, no additional application will 
be necessary, and hackney owners who 
have sent their ordinary ration card to 
the Department will receive a permit 
without further trouble. 

Owners of commercial goods vehicles 
will be pleased to learn that the basic 
licences for May will be on the same 
level as in March, which means that 
the petrol ration will be improved. 
Many instances of hardship arose from 
the April cut in. the basic allowance, 
users of these vehicles not having had 
an opportunity to adjust their condi- 
tions to the new situation, and it is 
felt that further opportunity should 
be given them to make alternative 
arrangements against the harder times 
ahead. There being on hope of the 
May allowance being continued into 
June, they are advised to conserve 
supplies next month, and an arrange- 
ment is being made whereby coupons 
not exchanged in May will be valid 
for June. 

Because it has been suggested that 
the 


economy in petrol and tyres by the 


allowances for these vehicles should be 
increased, the Department of Supplies 
has decided that the basic allowance for 
motor cycles as from lst May will be 
similar to that for small cars—four 
gallons. Permitted motorists then can 
choose between a car and a motor cycle 
or tricycle. Horse boxes will not be 
permitted for the conveyance of horses 
to race meetings next month, and the 
basic petrol allowance for those 
vehicles has been discontinued, but 
supplementary allowances will be avail- 
able where the vehicles are being used 
for other purposes.

INTERNED PERSONS 
TWO GOVERNMENT ORDERS 


Two new Orders have been made by 
the Government, as announced in our 
advertising columns, concerning persons 
whose internment is considered ex- 
pedient, having regard to the inter- 
national obligations of the State. One 
of these Orders prescribes a number of 
offences in relation to persons interned, 
or liable to be interned, including 
persons who have escaped from intern- 
ment. Amongst these are assisting an 
internee to escape from internment ; 
assisting a person liable to internment 
with intent to prevent or hinder his 
arrest, or knowingly harbousing a 
person liable to internment; accepting, 
without official’ permission, letters or 
written matter for transmission or con- 
veyance on behalf of an internee; send- 
ing: or conveying any article to an 
internee with intent to assist him to 
escape; sending to an internee other- 
wise than by post, or, without official 
permission, conveying to or for an 
internee any letters or written matter, 
articles of food, liquids, money or valu- 
ables, or any articles which might be 
capable of facilitating his escape, 

he expression ‘interned person” 
means a person who is interned under 
the first Order, and the expression 
“ person liable to internment ' means a 

son not interned, but for whose 
internment a direction has been given 
under the first Order, including, in 
particular, a rson who was an 
interned person but who had escaped.

Finland, news has been received of 
a significant Red. Army success on 
the western shores of Lake Ilmen, 
100 miles south of Leningrad. 

Here General Gregory Zhukov’s 
troops have (according to Russian re- 

orts reaching Stockholm) captured 

rok, about 20 miles south-west of 
Novgorod, the ancient city at the 
northern end of the lake. This means 
that the whole of the region around 
Ilmen, with the exception of Novgorod 
—a base of key-importance to the Ger- 
mans’ northern front—and Staraya 
Russa at the southern end—where Von 
Busch’s 16th Army has been trapped 
for weeks—is in Soviet hands. 

It also means that not only is the 
railway cut along which the Germans 
might have forced through some sup- 
plies from their storehouse at. Novgorod 
to Staraya, but that a threatening Rus- ' 
sian '“bulge” is developing towards 
the West Russian main rail lateral and 
the vital Pskov-Luga railway, from 
which the Soviets are now only 
miles away. 

This is the first time thé Soviet has 
claimed the capture of a point on the 
western side of the lake. Now north 
and south the Axis is, apparently, out- 
flanked, and communications to the 
rear menaced. Between Leningrad and 
the edge of the Arctic Axis troops are 
being pressed on various sectors.— 
(P.A. and Reuter.) 


FIGHTING IN CRIMEA 


Fighting is again reported in the 
Crimea, where a Soviet unit killed 224 
Germans in a three-day battle, says a 
dispatch from the front, quoted by 
Reuter. Six block-houses, seven dug- 
outs and three observation posts were 
destroyed, and three artillery bases 
and two trench mortar batteries 
silenced. 

On Sunday a formation of Axis air- 
craft attempted to raid Sebastopol. 
Two bombers—one a Junkers 88 and 
one Messerschmitt 109—were brought 
down. In an attack on an aerodrome 
Soviet pilots destroyed two Junkers 
88 bombers and damaged several air- 
craft on the ground. 


SPRING OFFENSIVE 


Russian patrols continue to probe the 
Karelian Isthmus, from which an 
important German effort is expected 
when the ground enables them to co- 
operate actively with German troops 
on the mainland, who form an arc 
before Leningrad from the Finnish 
Gulf to Lake Ladoga. It is believed 
that, perhaps, even two months must 
pass before the marshy area dries 
sufficiently for a determined offensive 
against Leningrad. If, in the mean- 
time, efforts to throw off the Germans 
grip succeed, it will be something like 
a miracle. Therefore, no essential

From the Briansk area to the Black 
Sea great preparations are obviously 
progressing for the spring grapple, 
which is still well ahead. Ground 
conditions are improving over much of 
this stretch, but German preparations 
seem still to be far from complete. 
Masses of material and also troops 
have arrived relatively easily by rail, 
but the main difficulty is to distribute 
them. 

Russian preparations to repel the 
German offensive or to initiate their 
own appear more advanced. This is 
partly due to the fact that the Russian 
rear remained quiet during the whole 
of the winter, whereas the German 
rear was perpetually . harassed.— 
(Times Telegram, copyright, per I’, A.). 


NEW CALEDONIA 


BERLIN, Monday.—A statement on 
the occupation of New Caledonia b 
U.S. troops, issued by the Frenc 
Foreign Office, says that the colony 
has been dissident for sixteen months. 

“ The complete lack of communica- 
tions with France, lying assertions of 
foreign radio stations, and the fears of 
the inhabitants for their supplies and 
exports. have favoured activities of 
de Gaullists. Although this island is 
a 35 days’ voyage from the motherland 
and a 15 days’ voyage from Indo- 
China, it is known for certain that 
the majority of its 15,000 French 
inhabitants, many of whom are still 
interned on the island of Nou, have 
remained loyal to Marshal Peétain.’’— 
(Reuter. )

The Air Ministry described it as 
“a short and sharp attack,” during 
which flares were dropped, and serious 
fires were started by incendiary bombs. 
Raiders dived low to spray the town 
with machine-gun fire. Cars were 
riddled with bullets, and two shelters 
were hit by. bombs... Many buildings 
felt the fury of the baptism of fire, 
among them being several closely as- 
sociated with the city’s early history. 

Direct hits were made on a hotel and 
other premises.

In order that 
the war may be fought properly, 
President Roosevelt declares that 
there must be a reduction in the 
general standard of living in the 
United States. Already, the nation 
is spending about 100,000,000 dollars 
every day on the war effort; and 
before the end of the present year 
this figure will have been doubled. 
In the near future, therefore, the 
people of the United States will be
